MR. JOHN LENNOX PASSES! 


AWAY AT HOME. 


We regret to have to record the 
death of Mr. Jobn Lennox, which 
took place at Home yesterday. 
The sad news was received in 
Hongkong this morning -by Mr. 
Lennox’s son-in-law. Mr. FLP. 
Duckworth, of the Hongkong 
Electricy Co. Mr. Lennox was 
about 68 vears of age. During his 
long residence in the East —more 
than thict¥ years his sterling 
character and kiadly disposition 
made him many friends. who will 
all feel his loss very keenly. Mr. 
Lennox leaves a daughter in 
Hongkonr, the wife of Mr. F.P. 
Duckworth. 


Mr. Lennox’s time in the East 
was spent in the service of the 
China Navigation Company. 
which he joined, as second 
engineer of one of their Aus- 
tralian Line steamers, in 1886. 
He was promoted chief engineer 
shortly after this and in 1901 was 
appointed to the shore staff at 
Shanghai, as Assistant Su- 
perintendent Engineer. After 
remaining at the northern port 
some sever years, Mr. Lennox 
was transferred to Honckong. 
remaining here untit 1915. In 
that year ‘Mr. Lennox went 
Home on leave for a few months, 
returning to the East the follow- 
ing year to take up the post of 
Superintendent Engineer, at Bom- 
bay. to supervise the large num- 
ber of vessels belonging to the 


Company which were ongaged on |. 


transport service during the war. 
Since the war, Mr. Lennox has 
been engaged as supervisor in 
connection with the construction 
of new vessels fur the Company 
in the'yards at Home. He paid 
a visit to Hongkong last winter 
to see his daughter, Mrs. Dack- 
worth. returning Home in April 
last. At the time of his death 
Mr. Lennox was retired and living 
in Scotland. 


Mr. Lennox was a prominent 
member of the Institution of 
Engineers and Shipbuilders whilst 
in Hongkong, and during the war, 
in spite of his years, he pluckily 
joinec the Engineers Company of 
the Defence Corps, being put on 
searchlight duty.

THE TENANTS’ PL GHT. 


Some six month» agu, when 
the hardships 
on tenants who were 


commenting on 
imposed 
compelled to give up possession 
of their homes because of intend- 


{ed demolition of the premi-es, we 


ventured to predict that many of 
these people would, in seeking 
new homes, not only have to pay 
more rent but would find that the 
tendency thenceforward would 
be all in the direction of further 
increases. That prohecy is, un- 
happily. coming true. The case of 
many of the former tenants of 
Belilius Terrace will amply 
establish this point. We are 
informed by those actually con- 
cerned that, following their evic- 
tion from the houses named, they |; 
were, for the greuter part, forced 
to go across to Kowloon to find 
accommodation and that, as com- 
pared with the amounts they 
previously paid in rent, their cost 
yok living-under thix head, to say 
nothing of ferry and mojor-buas 
fares, has doubled and, in some 
instances, actually trebled. What 
ix even worse, some of them are 
now receiving fresh demands for 
further increases. At the moment, 
wewill not quote actual figures, 
reserving these for future use, 
but the statement we have just 
made is sufficient to indicate the 
gravity of the position in which 
these people now find themselves. 
Many of them, we are informed, 
are being driven into purely 
Chinese flats at Yaumati, where 
the amenities of life are not’ at 
{all what they should be. 


If we ponder “what all this 
means to the average hard- 
working Portuguese family man 
we shall get some idea of 
the desperaté plight in which 
members of a highly-esteemed 
section of the community, 
essential, to the business life of 
the Colony, find themselves to- 
day. They are the victims of 
harsh « “economic laws, and, inas- 
much as they have been forced

rentals, What is trueiof these} 


Portuguese residents is likewise 
true, to a greater or lessar 
_fextent, of sll sections of the 
“Teommunlty, We. direct the at- 
tention of the authorities to this 
matter because it is of vital im- 
Portance to everybody affected. 
It may or may not be —~ise 
further to strengthen the Rens 
Ordinance, but at least there can 
be no question of repealing that 
enactment in the near future. 
We only wish it were possible 
to prevent further demolition of 
occupied property which is in 
good habitable condition: 
Wealthy Chinese speculators 
buy up old houses for the express 
purpose of pulling them down 
and arecting, on the sites, pre- 
mises to which the ‘Ordinance 
cannot apply. Then the rent 
racking commences. And the 
victims become the pour tenants. 
The worst of it is shat much of 
this * new" property is, compar- 
ed with the old, cheap, nasty and 
jerry-built. If this is “ develop. 
ment,” then we shonld be better 
off without it. 


Rifle-Shooting. 


Tt was a pleasure fo note the 
keeness displayed yesterday at 
the shooting contest. at 
Volunteer Headquarters. There 
were more than fifty men 
toon gathered together, and after 
aHowing for unfamiliarity with 
the rifles used and the fighting, 
the standard attained by most 
competitors was very good 
indeed. This miniature range 
meets 8 longydiced want, and 
will enable the large number of 
Volunteers who obtain occa- 
sional, spasmodic, and therefore 
almost useless practice. to put 
in several evenings a month 
either keoping up to the 
matk or improving their 
present form. These facilities 
for practice should be a great 
stimulant to those whocan shoot 
to try and reach an even higher 
standard, so that Hongkong 
can maintain its position ahead 
of ull comers in Interport riffe- 
shooting. Also, we expect 
the revived interest in shoot- 
ing will also give something 
of a fillip to recruiting for the 
Defence Corps, which requires 
many more members. Inciden- 
tally. there ix still tithe for hesita- 
tors to join and put in: the 
requisite number of annual 
parades for eMiciencs. A while 
ago there was further discussion 
about the formation of a local 
Rifle Club or Association open to 
all who desire to practice one of 
the few sports, if, mot the only 
one, of value as a training for 
times of. emergency, and we are 
glad to be able to state that this 
‘idea is still being kept alive. 
Next Sunday we believe there is 
to be a «hoot at Taikoo range, at 
whichan opportunity for practice 
will be given several men who 
have not had more than one shoot 
ina whole sear! This is a state 
of affairs that we hope will finally 
pass.from the Colony, and that 
before long. 


France's Modification. 


Ie is interesting to read to-day 
of the French modification of 
attitude at the Ambassadors’ 
Conference, directly it became] 
apparent that the other Allies 
were not guing to agree tu further 
territorial sanctions. It makes 
one hopeful of a day coming when 
the authorities in France will 
realise, as the-other victors have 
either done or are doing, that 
the Great. War has been a 
“wash-out” so far as obtaining 
full reparations is concerned. 
Huge sacrifices were meade, and 
mostly for nothing in the way of 
compensation. One cannot get 
blood ont of a stone: and 
Germany is that stone. If one 
crushes a stone with the hope of 
squeezing something out of it, it 
crumbles. Germany is crumbling, 
and it were well to realise; even 
at this late date, that even a bare 
stone might be more useful than 
a lot of nasty, irritating dust. 
To-carry the analogy further, the 
Allies would be well. advised not 
to raise a dust in Central Europe. 
Britain has been tho-first to drop 
out of the useless bullying of an 
originally mulish, and now very. 
nearly desperate; ‘nation; Itely 
has not been slow in recognising 
the wisdom of a temporary period 
of concession to“ the beaten: foe ;, 
and now Belgium is beginning to 
fall in line.

The Cleverness of the 
Chinese. , 


A few days ago Dr. Mac- 
Gillivray sent us a charming 
letter describing haw he had found 
a group of tram labourers gather-1 
ed, in their luncheon -hour, about 
a man who was roading to thema 
novel of the Ming period: also of 
a street watchmen engrossed in a 
table of a Buddhist priest and his 
many adventures, comments the 

North Ching Duatly News. And 
commenting on this evidence of 
the delight af common Chinese 
workmen, not in modern saws and 
Bolshevist instances, but in 
“the wonderful story of fheit 
own wonderful country. Dr. 
MacGillivrary wished that the 
word “ coolie ” were not so deep 
ly embedded in the Shanghai 
vocabulary, beating as it does 
the taint of race’ contempt. 
Many of us must. often have 

wished that toa. But so long as 

lupper class Chinese continue to 
think. if not to speak, of their 
humbler fellow-nationals as “the 
stupid people.” the ‘foreigner is 
nat wholly to blame. 

Surely no phrase could he less 
appropriate to the Chinese, whe 
ther of high or low cegree. 
Among all the characteristics 
with which we try to label 
them. only to find that every 
“quality ascribed is no more true 
of them than is its exact opposite, 
there can at least he no disputing 
their marvellous cleverness. We 
may pass over exceptional cases 
j ike that.of a Chinese professor of | 
English literature in Edinburgh; 
for such as these might be paral-| 
leled in any nation. the late Mr. 
Coynaby, for example, who could 
have taught the Chinese classics 
to.a Hanlin. It-is the little’ 
ordinary every-day foik whose 
intelligence so startling.
